Horse Disease 
Strikes Texas 


HARLINGEN, Tex. (AP) — 
A disease akin to sleeping sick­ 
ness 
spread 
rapidly 
through 
horses in Mexico and Texas to­ 
day, with the number of sick 
animals reported in Texas al­ 
one increasing from 100 to 500 
in a day. 
' “We 
have 
so 
many 
sick 
horses 
we can’t even 
count 
them all,” said John Arnold of 
the Department of Agriculture. 
The disease—called Venezue­ 
lan equine encephalomyelitis— 
or 
VEE—is 
blamed 
for 
the 
deaths of 3,000 horses in Mexi­ 
co. There were 100 horses re­ 
ported sick in Texas on Tues­ 
day and 500 today. Seven Tex­ 
ans and thousands of Mexicans 
have come down with the flu­ 
like illness. 
Efforts were under way in 
Texas to halt spread of the dis­ 
ease with a vaccination pro­ 
gram for all horses, a quar­ 
antine of horses and the spray­ 
ing with insecticide of mos­ 
quitoes that carry the disease.

500,000 Workers Strike 
Bell Telephone System

Bell System was struck by up 
to 500,000 telephone workers to­ 
day as phone companies kept 
service going but prepared to 
halt 
repair 
service 
and

stallations. 
Supervisory personnel filled 
in at switchboards after mem­ 
bers of the AFL-CIO Commu­ 
nications Workers of America 
walked out at 6 a.m. EDT. 
A union spokesman said the 
virtually 
nationwide 
walkout 
would last at least two weeks 


because of complicated labor 
ratification procedures. 
The American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. said it was too 
early to determine the effects. 
“But people can expect to 
hear a lot of male voices when 
calling the operator,” said in­ 
formation officer Chuck Dynes. 
Because1 telephones are 
so 
highly automated, most calls 
will continue to go through until

8,000 Bell Workers 


Walk Out In Indiana 


INDIANAPOLIS

About 8,000 operators, installers 
and repairmen walked out of 
the Indiana Bell Telephone Co. 
system today as part of a na­ 
tional strike and the utility re­ 
ported 
“bosses 
are 
climbing 
poles.” 
Electrical storms added to 
the 
company’s 
problems 
in 
southwestern Indiana and an In­ 
diana Bell spokesman reported 
repairs calls “are about twice- 
as high as normal in the Evans­ 
ville area.” 
“There and elsewhere in the 
state,” 
said 
operations 
vice 
president James E. Olson, “we 
will give repair calls priority 
over installation orders. 
“ Most telephone calls will go 
through with little delay,” Olson 
said, “especially if our cus­ 
tomers look up numbers them­ 
selves in the directory and if 
they dial long distance calls 
whenever possible.” 
“Our 
productivity 
at 
the 
switchboards should be fairly 
high,” Olson said, “because of 
the enthusiasm of the people. 
In some of the more technical 
plant assignments our inexperi­ 
ence may slow us down.” 
Pickets, most of them women 
telephone operators in bright 
summer clothes, began march­ 
ing at about 100 Indiana Bell 
facilities at 5 a.m. 
The strike proper began with 
the end of the second night 
shift around 7 a.m. Some jobs 
were not vacated until 8 a.m. 
An Indiana Bell spokesman 
said about 3,600 management 
people moved into the empty 
positions. The idle workers in­ 
cluded 4,000 in Indianapolis, 500 
in South Bend and about 400 in 
Evansville.

Groups File 
Lawsuit To 
Curb FBI

PHILADELPHIA 
(AP) 
— 
The American Friends Service 
Committee, 18 individuals and 
a Philadelphia antiwar group 
filed suit in U.S. District Court 
today seeking to enjoin the FBI 
from alleged political harass­ 
ment, intimidation and surveil­ 
lance. 


The suit names Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell, FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover and Special 
Agent Joe D. Jamison, the head 
of the FBI in Philadelphia, as 
defendants, in their official ca­ 
pacities and individually. 
T h e 
18-page 
complaint 
charges the FBI with illegal 
and 
unconstitutional 
physical 
violence; 
threats; 
excessive 
and 
continuous 
surveillance; 
searches, seizures, arrests and 
limitations on freedom of move­ 
ment, electronic surveillance; 
intimidation of friends, neigh­ 
bors, relatives, employers and 
associates; and denial of the 
right to counsel. 
The complaint charges that 
the FBI acted for the purpose 
of “chilling and punishing the 
constitutionally protected politi­ 
cal rights of the plaintiffs. . . . ” 
The FBI had no comment. 
Thirteen 
of the 
18 people 
bringing the suit work for ei­ 
ther the AFSC or the antiwar 
group, the Philadelphia Resis­ 
tance. The AFSC is a Quaker- 
founded group set up to “en­ 
gage in religious, charitable, 
social, philanthropic and relief 
work in the United States and 
in foreign countries. . . 
'The Philadelphia Resistance 
is a voluntary, nonprofit, unin­ 
corporated organization work­ 
ing to end the war, counsel and 
aid draft resisters and educate 
the public on these and other 
significant issues. 
The complaint says the FBI 
undertook the harassment be­ 
ginning about April 1, “alleged­ 
ly investigating” the theft last 
March of files from an FBI of­ 
fice in Media, Pa. Parts of 
those files have been turned 
over to the news media and one 
document reporting on an FBI 
conference in Washington said 
interviews with the New Left 
“are in order for plenty of rea­ 
sons, chief of which are it will 
enhance the paranoia endemic 
in ihese circles and will further 
serve to get the point across 
there is an FBI agent behind 
every mailbox.” 
The suit asks an injunction 
restraining the FBI for harass­ 
ment and seeks a total of $270,- 
000 damages.

The union said the strike at 
first would idle 400,000 CWA 
members and 100,000 members 
of other unions expected to ob­ 
serve picket lines. Beirne said 
independent telephone unions in

would strike with the CWA. 
In New Jersey, Local 827 of

of Electrical Workers called an 
unexpected stride of its 11,000 
members against Bell. Strike 
votes had been cast, but the na­ 
tional IBEW had said no plans 
were afoot for a walkout.

for long-distance calls. The Bell 
system accounts for about 80 
per cent of the nation’s tele­ 
phones, a company spokesman 
said.

Every morning at 7 o’clock crews of 
young people from Rushville and Rush 
County gather at the corner of 7th and 
Oliver to start a day of hard work. 
They are on the payroll of Pioneer 
Com Company, Inc., and their job is to 
detaasel com. They will join a crew trans­ 
ported by bus to a scheduled field. They 
come with lunch box, and in all types of 
clothes. Some have stiff muscles, sore 
arms, or even blisters, but they are on 
hand to do a job. The success of one of 
Rushville’s leading industries depends on 
them. 
This summer the Pioneer Com Com­ 
pany has expanded its acreage for pro­ 
ducing its famous hybrid corn. Includ­ 
ing some fields over the line in Decatur 
and Henry Counties which will be serv­ 
iced through Rush County, the acreage 
this year is up to 7,500 acres. 
The number of workers needed in the 
field has also increased. Due to the com 
blight last year, no non-sterile com can 
be used for seed. 
All com planted this year must be de- 
tasseled by hand. In producing the hy­ 
brid com, the rows of female com are 
detasseled at a certain stage of growth. 
In an emergency, mechanical clippers 
can be used, but best success is obtained 
when the detasseling is done by hand. 
The season for detasseling is now start­ 
ing, and will last between four and five 
weeks. Rain or shine, the work must be 
done, and the operation is only halted 
during a severe rain or when there is an 
electrical storm. 
The age for the workers vary. The 
youngest is around 13, and goes on to 
adults. This week 400 to 500 will be em­ 
ployed daily, but the number will in­ 
crease to between 2,000 and 2,500 in the 
field later on. The heaviest work load 
lasts three weeks, but may last an ad­ 
ditional 3 weeks, depending on the 
weather. During the busiest part of the 
season, crews will be bused in from Con- 
nersville and Laurel. 
Three Mexican crews of adults will be 
working. There are about 4,000 appli­ 
cants on file in the office, but Gene 
Hodges, manager of the local plant, does 
not anticipate needing more than 2,500 
of them. 
The dropouts in this program are 
many. The high wages attract appli­ 
cants, but for some, a pay check is not 
associated with work. They have never 
been taught concentration or trained to 
do any job. They have never known the 
joy that comes from doing a hard job 
well. Those who have the stamina sur­ 
vive, and to them we salute. They are re­ 
ceiving basic training for future citizen­ 
ship.As this story is being written, six crews 
are hoeing out the “rogue corn” from 
fields planted in the Pioneer seed com. 
All fields of seed com are carefully 
buffered so that no pollen can cross- 
pollenate but in spite of all precautions, 
some ears will be fertilized by air-borne 
pollen. These are easily identified and 
are hoed out before the detasseling 
starts. 
By providing jobs for our young peo­ 
ple, Pioneer Corn Company, Inc., is doing 
a fine service to our community. It is a 
program that we should support and be 
grateful that our young people have this 
opportunity for job training and salary.

He said: “We have only about 
a 5 per cent reenlistment rate 
at the present time which is 
rather discouraging. It is also 
inefficient and uneconomical.*' 
A National Guardsman enlists 
for a period of six years, and 
receives basic training for six 
months active duty at a direct 
cost of $2,400. He spends the 
balance of the six year enlist­ 
ment training, at 48 four-hour 
sessions and one two week camp 
each* year. At the end of his 
enlistment, all of the training 
is thrown-down the drain, and 
you start on a new recruit, tak­ 
ing six more years to bring him 
to the same level. 
Major General Owens said: “I 
tell the young men reaching the 
end of their six years that they 
are rather foolish to do any­ 
thing now. They should stick 
around for one more year now' 
that they don’t have to re-enlist 
for three years, and see what 
happens." 
He pointed out there is a lot 
of legislation under considera­ 
tion by Congress which could re­ 
sult in a lot more money and 
benefits. Careful consideration 
is being given by the legislature 
to equalize benefits with the 
Regular Army. 
Greatest single need seems to 
be to equalize benefits for de­ 
pendents during the six months 
active duty training. A wife or 
dependent receives an allowance 
when the man enters the regu­ 
lar Army. A married man going 
on six months active service 
for basic training with the Guard

The Army has made effective 
use of re-enlistment bonuses, de­ 
pending on rank and length of 
service.

A 20 year-old can enter the 
Army, serve twenty years, and 
start drawing retirement pay at 
age 40. Service in the Guard 
counts as reserve time towards 
retirement. However, regardless 
of the number of “points” you 
have accumulated for reserve 
service, you must wait until age 
60 to draw a proportional retire­ 
ment. 
General Owens commented: 
“In this rapid world, the pro­ 
blem is trying to live until age 
60' to start, drawing retirement 
plus the fact that if you don’t 
live, the benefits do not pass on 
to your survivors. They should 
give us Army benefits on a pro­ 
rated basis.” 
In past yean, all National 
Guards have had long waiting 
lists of applicants. Individuals 
tried to join in preference to 
being drafted. The Draft is no 
longer causing such pressure, 
and I w?as interested in the ef­ 
fect. 
General Owens said: “Recruit­ 
ments are holding up very good. 
I have been a little amazed in 
view of the fact that we have a 
zero draft and a. volunteer Army 
climate. The draft isn’t breath­ 
ing down a lot of necks yet our 
recruitment has held up." 
The Indiana Guard is down 
only about 114 people which is 
not unusual in view' of the large 
turnover. Better than 60 per cent 
of the vacancies are in officer 
positions with most'of the jobs 
calling for specialized training. 
They are short chaplains, Chem­ 
ical officers and some electronic 
specialities. 
The big question is w hether re­ 
cruitment will hold up without 
the pressure of the draft. Gen. 
Owens is confident the Guard 
can do the job. He said: “I go 
back in this business to the late 
40’s and early 50’s when the 
draft wasn't a consideration. We 
were able to maintain an entire 
division in this state.” 
He continued: “We got a lit­ 
tle apathetic, plush and a little 
fat because we had the draft 
shoving them our way.

The answer will be to start 
selling the Guard on its own 
merits, which there are many.

The lady of the house might 
match her refurbishing skills to 
those1 of the family do-it-yoursel­ 
fer. 
For example, 
she can re­ 
juvenate a bathroom in a day 
using her seamstress skills, bed 
sheets and tape. There is noth­ 
ing to saw, hammer or drill. 
Sheets go on windows, walls, 
ceilings, shower and basin area 
and they might even hide some 
wall blemishes. Best of all, they 
can be removed easily, washed 
and put back in place. 
Here’s how one bathroom was 
designed using permanent press 
cotton sheets. A lively pink, red, 
violet and green on a bright 
white background was used with 
a sheet pattern in a stripe of a 
contrasting color for a charm ­ 
ing effect. Here’s how: 
Walls and ceilings: Cutoff the 
solid color hems of three queen 
size' sheets (90 by 115). Measure 
wall and ceiling dimensions and 
cut sheet allowing 1 Vi inches to 
fold under raw edges. If sheets 
need 
to 
be 
sewed 
together, 
match the 
pattern 
carefully. 
You can turn in the IV* inch 
hem and hern it to 1^4 or 2-inch 
heavy 
duty 
double-face 
tape 
(that will stick to the wall.) 
Some 
people 
may prefer 
to 
press tape to the wall or ceiling 
and then press the sheet to the 
tape. 
Follow directions given 
with the tape used. Hemming 
the sheet provides a firm hold 
and sharp edges at corners. 
Shower curtain: Use a queen- 
size sheet of the floral pattern. 
Put a hem at the bottom of the 
sheet. You can make holes for 
the curtain rings by using a 
grommet kit that may be pur­ 
chased at local hardware stores. 
Hang the curtain over the plas­ 
tic liner. 


Window shade: Use a single 
sheet (72 inches by 90 inches) 
and a laminating kit that will 
provide easy-does-it directions. 
Basin 
skirts: 
Use m aterial 
left over from the shower cur­ 
tain sheet for an underskirt for 
the basin counter top. Measure 
perimeter of the basin, Hem flo­ 
ral sheet to fit it. A striped 
sheet might be fitted over it and 
then cut into panels that may be 
seamed. The two skirts are then 
sewed together and each striped 
panel is tied, Victorian style. 
You can vary this idea as you 
wish. 
Accessories: Scraps left from 
both sheet patterns can be used 
to cover cleansing tissue box, 
mirror frames and waste basket 
rims. A band of the fabric at the 
top and bottom of a waste bas­ 
ket can be very attractive.

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Marines Try To Keep Image Of 
Being Tough But Reasonable

PARRIS ISLAND, S.C. (AP) 
— “ This is no rose garden.'’ 
That’s how Maj. Gen.. Carl W. 
Hoffman describes the Marine 
Corps Recruit Training Depot 
on this palmetto-fringed island 
on the South Carolina coast. 
Few of the more than 4,000 
recruits in boot training here 
would quarrel with the assess­ 
ment offered by Hoffman, who 
took over in May as command­ 
ing general. 
Thirty-nine 
young 
Leather­ 
necks were hospitalized July 3 
with kidney problems blamed 
on excessive exercise ordered 
by a drill instructor. 
The recruits told a Marine in­ 
vestigating officer the drill in­ 
structor exercised them, up to 
15 minutes at a time on several 
occasions over a 36-hour period. 
The 
exercise 
broke 
down 
muscle tissues and affected the 
kidneys, 
Regulations prohibit the ex­ 
ercising of a recruit during the 
first two weeks of training for 
longer than five minutes at a, 
time, with a 30-second rest re­ 
quired halfway through. The re­ 
cruits had been training two 
days when they were hospi­ 
talized. 
The drill instructor has been 
assigned 
other 
duties, 
away 
from recruit training, and Co. 
Theodore Metzger, head of the 
recruit training regiment here, 
says the DI probably will face 
punitive action. 
Metzger expects most of the 
recruits to return to duty but 
some may be discharged. 
The incident stirred unhappy 
memories of a 1956 tragedy in 
which six recruits drowned in 
one of the island’s tidal creeks. 
A drill instructor, deciding his 
platoon needed extra discipline, 
had taken the recruits on an 
unauthorized night march. 
Largely 
because 
of 
the 
drownings, the Marine Corps 
today 
is 
highly 
sensitive 
to 
charges that drill instructors 
are allowed to m istreat recruits 
under the guise of training. 
The Marine Corps says the 
death march resulted in more 
controls and restrictions being 
placed on DIs. Those controls 
and restrictions are in effect to­ 
day, Hoffman said, but boot 
training remains otherwise al­ 
most the same. 
Recruits at Parris Island, one 
of two such depots run by the 
Marines,, put in 1.6-hour days, 
filled with the sound of shouting 
d r i l l 
instructors 
wearing 
Smokey-the-bear felt hats and 
with constant marching on as­ 
phalt parade grounds. 
A recruit at Parris Island 
goes almost nowhere by him­ 
self. During his nine weeks on 
the island, he is allowed no 
weekend 
passes, 
goes ^ to np 
movies on base, may visit the 
base exchange only with the 
platoon, and talks with fellow 


Reagan Again 


Raps Nixon’s 


Welfare Plan 


MORAN, Wyo. (AP) — Gov. 
Ronald Reagan again has at­ 
tacked President Nixon’s wel­ 
fare 
reform 
plan, 
but 
he 
scoffed at a charge their dis­ 
pute over aid to the poor could 
rip the Republican party so 
badly it might cost Nixon the 
1972 election. 
The California chief executive 
came 
to 
Jackson 
Hole 
to 
present his own welfare reform 
ideas to the Western Gover­ 
nors’ Conference and said he 
“ wouldn’t be able to vote for” 
a conference resolution backing 
Nixon’s program. 
Reagan said he likes some 
parts, of the Nixon plan but—at 
this point—opposes it because 
of “a very great concern about 
the adding of millions of new 
people to the rolls.” 
The 
governor’s 
plan would 
cut thousands from the 2.5 mil­ 
lion persons on California’s wel­ 
fare 
program 
by 
tightening 
eligibility 
requirements 
and 
eliminating what Reagan calls 
“cheats,” 
who are collecting 
aid at the expense of the really 
needy. 
Reagan told newsmen when 
he arrived Tuesday from Sac­ 
ramento by chartered jet that 
he brought along a news clip­ 
ping to show Republican Gov. 
Tom 
McCall of Oregon that 
“ the President . . . thinks w ere 
getting along just fine.” 
McCall had accused Reagan 
of undercutting Nixon’s popular 
support, and his chance of car­ 
rying the pivotal state of Cali­ 
fornia in 1972. by quarreling 
with Washington over welfare 
and federally financed, legal aid 
to the poor in California.

If the training on the island 
remains essentially the same 
as that offered for the past 30 
years, the facilities have im­ 
proved. The quonset huts and 
tents that housed, tens of thou­ 
sands of recruits during and 
after World War II are gone. In 
their place are modern new 
barracks, some air conditioned,. 
“ We basically have the same 
policy and philosophy that we 
have always had,” said Met­ 
zger, who passed through P ar­ 
ris Island as a recruit in 1944. 
“ Our basic philosophy is that 
service in the Marines is tough 
and that the training has to be 
tough.” 
Other branches of the Armed 
Forces 
may 
make 
training 
more comfortable for service- 
men—beer in the barracks, go- 
go dancing with dinner—but the 
Marine 
Corps 
has 
no 
in­ 
clinations in that direction. 
Hoffman and Metzger say the 
Marine Corps is determined to 
“ preserve the image of being 
tough but reasonable.” 
Metzger and Hoffman say re ­ 
cruits are encouraged to report 
any mistreatment,. But because 
many recruits fear their re­ 
marks may backfire, most say 
nothing. 
“Whenever you are dealing 
with humans,” said Capt. Mark 
Arnold, a public affairs officer, 
“ you have the possibility of one 
of them making a mistake and 
doing something he shouldn’t,.. 
Drill instructors are human and 
some of them occasionally re­ 
act improperly to the situation. 
Only a robot wouldn’t make 
such mistakes.” 
In 1969—figures for 1970 were 
not 
available—three 
drill 
in­ 
structors here received general 
courts-martial 
and 
all 
were 
convicted, of various offenses. 
An additional 31 drill instruc­ 
tors 
were 
tried 
by 
lesser 
courts-martial and 14 were con­ 
victed, the Marine Corps said. 
Offenses might range from 
punching a recruit to forcing 
him to run up and down the 
stairs to the point of exhaus­ 
tion, Arnold, said.

Drug Tipsters 
Paid Through 
Bounty System 


TAMPA. 
Fla. 
(AP) 
— 
A 
“Turn in a Pusher” program 
has attracted 2.930 calls from 
tipsters since it began oper­ 
ating less than six months ago. 
Informers remain, anonymous 
and are paid for tips that, lead 
to conviction of drug pushers. 
The Greater Tampa Chamber 
of Commerce and businesses 
which contributed, funds began 
the TIP bounty system for this 
city of 318,000 in February. 
James Cusack, a former FBI 
agent who developed the idea 
and is director of the program, 
says 37 persons have been ar­ 
rested and three convicted as a 
result of TIP information. In 
addition, police say they are 
'watching 262 suspects named 
by informants. 
Informants call their tips into 
a secret office manned by civil­ 
ians and get from $1.00 to $500 
in cash for information that 
leads to a conviction. 
Strict anonymity is enforced. 
The callers are warned not to 
give their pames and are as­ 
signed a code name instead. 
A total of $1,000 has been 
paid 
to 
four 
persons. 
The 
amounts are set. by a TIP com­ 
mittee, which considers the ex­ 
tent of a pusher’s activities and 
the age group he was dealing 
with. 
Once a pusher is convicted, 
the reward money awaits an­ 
other call from the code-named 
informant. 
Cash is placed in an enve­ 
lope, Cusack said in an inter­ 
view, and “ we make arrange­ 
ments 
for 
the 
delivery. 
We 
don’t want to know who the in­ 
formant. is. We’ll make a drop 
or leave it at a general delivery 
or something like that. People 
are interested in that type of

(AP) — Suburban status is a 
lot of garbage. 


No longer is ranking among 
subdivision 
peers 
determined, 
by the number of bathrooms in 
the house, the number of cars 
shared with the finance com­ 
pany or the size of the family 
boat. 
In these days of ecology over 
all, it’s garbage that carries 
the weight. 
How you pack your garbage,, 
the condition of your garbage 
cans, the kind of bag you use 
or even if you use a bag tell 
your story. 
Even the quality of the gar­ 
bage—that is, what you throw 
away-—is a factor. 
The newcomer to suburbia is 
labeled, by his bright new cans. 
Whether they are colorful plas­ 
tic or shiny metal tells a lot 
about the family, even before 


you meet the wife, see the dog 
and break up the first fight 
with the kids. 
It says a lot more if they 
bring along the old garbage 
cans from the old neighbor­ 
hood, 
packed with books or 
tools or last summer’s clothes. 
For one thing, that probably 
means the company didn’t pay 
for this move. 
Then there is the numbers 
game. It is better to cram your 
garbage into a single large can, 
which in its loneliness on the 
curb bespeaks of a tidy, thrifty 
housekeeper 
who 
wastes 
npt 
and. wants not? That also car­ 
ries the prestigious implication 
that you’re saving cans and 
bottles and rags and papers for 
recyling. 
It also 
means you 
probably cannot safely walk 
through the basement for all 
the cans and bottles and rags 
and papers, but the neighbors 
don’t know that—unless they’re 
also saving for recycling. 
Or is it better to display the 
remains of your good life in 
four or five heaping cans? 
And should you include grass 
clippings? Or recycle them into 
a sticky stink of compost along 
the back lot line? 


And how about bags? the 
good old brown paper super­ 
market sack, now made hardy 
against the perils of soppy gar­ 
bage, competes with, 'the plastic 
bag, tied neatly at the top hut 
splitting its bottom seam. 
Changes in garbage patterns 
can be significant. 
If they’ve added another gar­ 
bage can, he must have gotten 
a raise.

There is an old saying that 
about half the persons who pur­ 
chase outside ladders - wish at 
some later time they had bought 
larger sizes. 
The first advice about buying 
an outside ladder, therefore, is 
to be sure you get one that is 
long enough. Too often it is for­ 
gotten that the length of a lad­ 
der does not coincide with its 
working height. If you want to 
reach outside windows that are 
10 feet high, you need a ladder 
that is at least 14 feet long and 
preferably 16 feet. You can’t 
work at the top o* a ladder; the 
third step from the top is about 
the farthest you should go. 
What are called single ladders 
come in heights up to 20 feet. 
While extension ladders run as 
high as 60 feet, most of these 
are for professional use, espe­ 
cially those over '40 feet. 
Handling a long ladder can be 
a tough job if it is done hapha­ 
zardly. The proper way to raise 
it is to place the ladder flat on 
the ground, so that its lower end, 
is against the foundation of the 
house. Go to the top end and 
raise it to the height of your 
shoulders. Now, remaining un­ 
der the ladder, walk forward, 
very slowly, moving your hands 
on the rungs of the ladder as 
you walk. Always be certain 
that one hand has a tight grip 
on the next rung before you 
remove the other hand from the 
previous rung. 
Rest the top of the ladder 
against the house. Then, work­ 
ing slowly and carefully, shift 
the base farther away from the 
foundation. 
The 
base 
should 
come to rest about one-fourth 
the length of the ladder. Thus, 
the base would be about 5 feet 
from the house foundation when 
using a 20-foot ladder. 
Buy a ladder which has rub­ 
ber grips or some other gadget 
at the bottom, to prevent slip­ 
ping. Even with such safety de­ 
vices, the feet of the ladder 
should be placed on a solid 
board when it is being used on 
soft ground, After th «board is 
soft ground. After the board is 
rung of the ladder a few times 
to be sure it will hold properly. 
When on the ladder, don’t 
over-reach, don’t push or pull 
and keep one hand on the ladder 
while working with the other. 
There are accessories you can 
buy to prevent the top of the 
ladder from' slipping, but «ven 
when using these, exercise as 
much care as if you didn’t have 
them.

Don’t paint a 
wooden ladder, as 'the paint will 
hide any defects that may de­ 
velop later. If you wish to pro­ 
tect the wood, use linseed od or 
some other clear exterior finish. 
Don’t try to be a strong man. 
When a long, heavy ladder must 
be shifted, get someone to help 
you.
